SIR—I have the honorto enclose to you 
a copy of an order which Was passed by his 
Majesty in council on the 24th of May 
last. 4 

In communicating this ofler, it is with 
the deepest regret that I have to inform 
you, that his Majesty has mt thought 
proper to confirm the late previsional a- 
greement which IL had entered into with 
you on the purt of our respective govern- 
ments. 

Neither the present time nor the occa- 
sion will afford mea favorable opportunity 
for explaining to you the grounds and rea- 
sons upon which [ conceived U had con- 
formed to his Majesty’s wishes, and to the 
spirit at Icast, of my‘instructions upon that 
subject ; nor, indeed, would any vindica- 
tion of my conduct (whatever I may have 
to offer) be of any importance further than 
as it might tend to shew that no intention 
existed on my part to practice any decep- 
tion towards the government of the United 
States. 

I have the satisfaction, however to call 
your attention to that part of the enclosed 
order Which protects the commerce and 
shipping of the United Siates from the in- 
jury and inconveniences which might have 
arisen to American citizens froma reli- 
ance on the provisional agreement before 
and [ cannot but cherish a 
hope, that no further bad consequences 
may result from an arrangement, which I 
had fully believed would have met with 
his Majesty’s approbation, and would have 
led to a complete and cordial understand- 
ing between the two countries.

conditions, as far as it was in the power 
ofthe President of the United States 
accede to the first and consistently with 
the explanation which I have before given 
of the second point: Qn the contrary I 
received assurances thro’ you, that the 
President would comply (as far as it wes 
in his power) wih the first condition, and 
that there could be no doubt that the Con- 
gréss would think it ncumbent upon them 
to assert the rights of the United States 
against such spowers as should adopt or 
ect under the decrees of France as soon 
as their actual conduct or determination 
upon that subject could be ascenained— 
but that, in the mean time, the President 
had not the power, and couldnot under- 
take to pledge himself in the rmal man- 
ner required to that effect. 

I received also assurances from you, 
that no doubt could ‘be ressonably enter.

my explanation of i: in the foregoing part 
of this letter, but that itmecessarily would 
form an article of a treaty in which the 
various pretensions of the two countries 
should be settled. 

The third condition you, certainly, very 
distinctly informed me could not be recog- 
nized by the President, but you added 
what had great weight in my mind, that 
you did not see why any great importance 
should be attached to such a recognition ;

of the capture of his vessel while engaged 
in a trade absolutely interdicted by the 
Jaws of his country.

ed but one fart of his instructions to me) 


in the formal manner required. | consid- 
€d that it would be In vain. to ay before 


the government of the United States the 
despatch in question, which I was at “ber- 
ty 10 have done in extenso, had 1 thought 
proper. Butas I had such strong grounds 
for believing that the object of his Majcs- 
ty’s government could be attained, though 
in a different manner, and the spirit, at 
least, of my several letters of instructions 
be fully complied with, I felt a thorough 
conviction upon my mind that I should be 
acting in conformity with his Majesty's 
wishes; and, accordingly, concluded the 
late provisional agreement on his Majes- 
ty’s behalf with the government of the U- 
nited States. 

The disavowal by his Majesty is a pain- 
ful proof to me that I had formed an erro- 
ncous judgment of his Majesty’s views 
and the intention of my instructions; and 
I have most severely to lament that an 
act of mine (though unintentionally ) should 
produce any embarrassments in the rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

It is a great consolation to me, however, 
to perceive that measures have been adop- 
ted by both governments to prevent any 
josses and to obviate any inconveniences 
which might have arisen to the citizens 
or subjects of either country from a reli- 
ance on the fulfilment of that provisional 
agreement; and I cannot but cherish a- 
hope that a complete and cordial under- 
standing between the two countries may 
be effected. 

Ibeg leave to add that it would have. 
given me great happiness, to have con-- 
tributed to so desirable an object, and to 
offer you the assurances of the great re. 
spect and high consideration with which 
I remain, Sir, your most obedient humble 
servant, D. M. ERSKINE.

ous and subsequent to the unratified agree- 
ment of April last, that the United States 
intended to continue the restrictions on the 
commercial intercourse with France, whilst 
‘such of her decrees as vidlated our neu- 
tral rights continued in force. and to re- 
move these restrictions in relation to Great 
Britain, in the event of a revocation of the 
But that state of 
things so far as it related to France wus to 
result from our own faws kvown or antici- 
pated by your goveryment when they au- 
thorised an arrangement: and it was not 
proposed by us that the continuance of 
the non-intetcourse with France should 
be made a condition of that arrangement. 
Whilst on that subject, I will add an ob- 
servation, though perhaps not immediate- 
ly connected with the object of this letter. 
I think that the object of that proposition, 
so far as it agreed with your previous un- 
derstanding of the intentions of this gev- 
ernment, has been substantially carried in- 
to effect on our part. It istrue that your 
government might at the date of the in- 
structions have expected from the incipi- 
ent proceedings of congress, that Holland 
would be embraced by the restrictive laws 
of the United States. Not only however 
Was the omission nominal, since Ameri- 
can vessels were at the time by the de- 
crees of that country refused admission 
into its ports; but under the same con- 
struction of our laws by which the com- 
mercial intercourse with Holland was per- 
mitted, that with Portugal was also con- 
sidered as legal in the event of that coun- 
try being occupied by British troops in 
the name of the Prince Regent. 

It is therefore principaliy as respects 
the second condition which relates to the 
colonial trade, that erroneous inferences 
might be drawn from the expressions us- 
ed in Mr. Canning’s instructions. Al- 
though the subject must have been men- 
tioned here incidentally, and only in a tran- 
sient manner; as it is one to which I had 
paid particular attention, and on which my 
opinion had never varied, I think: that | 
can state with precision in what view I 
‘have always considered it and must have 
alluded to it. 


1. I never could have given counte- 
nance to an opinion that the United States 
would agree or that it would be proper to 
make any arrangement whatever respect- 
ing the colonial trade a condition of the 
revocation of the orders in council. The 
two subjects were altogether unconnected, 
and I am confident that such a proposition 
was never suggested either by you or by 
any member of this administration. Such 
an arrangement could be affected only by 
treaty; and it is with a considerable de- 
gree of surprise that I see your govern- 
ment now asking not only resistance to 


the French decrees, but the abandonment 
v@a@ vraucn Uf Our CommMerce as the price 


of the revocation of the Orders in Cown- 
cil. This seems to give a new character 
toa measure which had heretofore been 
represented as an act of retaliation reluc- 
tantly adopted, and had been defended sole- 
ly on the ground of a supposed acquies- 
cence on the part of the United States in 
the injurous decrees of another nation. 


2. If the event of a treaty embracing 
all the points in dispute, and particularly 
that- of impressments, without which I 
trust no treaty will ever take place, it was 
my opinion, and I may certainly have ex- 
pressed it, that if the other subjects of dif- 
ference were arranged, tnat respecting the 
colonial trade would be easily adjusted. 
IT had considered the principles recognis 
ed in a former correspondence, between 
Lord Hawkesbury and Mr. King on the 
subject of the colonial trade, and subse- 
quently again adopted in the treaty nego- 
ciated by Messrs. Munroe and Pinkney, 
af a general basis agreed on under differ- 
ent administrations, by both governments, 
from which neither could now recede, and 
susceptible only of modification as to de- 
tails. The instructions to our Minister 
in London on that subject had also been 
published and were known to your gov- 
ernment. I therefore believed that the 
United States,in the event of a treaty would 
still be disposed to wave for the present, in 
the manner and on the terms contempla- 
ted. by those instructions their right to 
that branch and to that branch onty, of the 
colonial trade, known by the name of di- 
rect tradej that is to say the trade carried 
directly from belligerent colonies to the 
belligerents in Europe, when that trade 
was not permanently in peace as in war 
permitted by the laws of the country to 
which those colonies belonged. The right 
to a trade between such colonies and the 
United States generally, and to that ip co- 
lonial articles between the United States 
and other countries, never can, or will in 
my opinion, be abandoned, or its exercise 
be suspended by this government. On 
the contrary, it ts solely in order to secure, 
by an express treaty stipulation, that trade 
against the danger of interruption, and 
thus by a mutual spirit of accommodation 
to avoid collisions, that the abandonment 
of the direct branch can ever be assented 
to. 
Permit me therefore to request that you 
will inform me, whether you understood 
me on those two points, as | certainly 
meant to be understood ; namely, that the 
relinguishment. during the ‘present war, 
of what is called the, direct trade, was a- 
lone contemplated ; and that no arrange- 
ment on that subject was suggested as a 
condition of the revocation of the Orders 
in Council.

Sir—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 13th inst. 
in Which you have been pleused to say 
that although you “ do not believe that in 
the conversations we have had respecting 
the practicability of an adjustment of she 
differences between the United States 
and G. Britain; we ever have misunder- 
stood one another. Yet, as from Mr. 
Canning’s instructions, latély published by 
my government, it would seem that some 
opinions are ascribed to several members 
of this administration which they did not 
entertain, it appears necessary to ascertain 
whether, on any point, a misapprehen- 
sion can have taken place.” 

In answer to your inquiries, I have 
great satisfaction in assuring you that 
there appears to have been no misunder- 
standing respecting the substance or 
meaning of the conversations wh ch pas- 
sed between us, as stated in Mr. Canning’s 
instructions alluded to. 

After the most careful perusal of your 
statement of the.purport of our conversa- 
tion, I cannot discover any material differ- 
ence from the representation which I 
have made upof that subject to the Secre- 
tary of State (Mr. Robert Smith) in my 
letter to him of the 14th inst. to which I 
will therefor: beg leave to refer you, as I 
have thereia detailed the substance of the 
conversatim according to my recollection 
of it; whth is in every respect essential- 
ly the same as that which you seem to 
have entertained. 

Duriag the conversation which we held 
respecting the practicability of an amica- 
ble adjustment of the difference between 
the two countries, when the relinquish- 
ment by the United States during the pre- 
sent war, of what is called the colonial 
trade, was sugyested by you, I conceived 
that you meant (as you have stated) “ the 
trade carried directly from belligerent col- 
onies to the belligerents in Europe, when 
that trade was not permanently in peace 
as in war, permitted by the laws of the 
country to which those colonies belonged.” 

I never supposed that you intended to 
convey an opinion that the government of 
the United States would make any are 
rangement respecting the colonial trade 
as a condition of the revocation of the Or- 
ders in Council, the two subjects being al- 
together unconnected; nor have I ever 
represented to His Majesty’s government, 
that such preliminary pledges would be 
given. |

SIR, 

An arrangement, as tothe revoca- 
tion of the British Orders in Council, as 
well as tothe satisfaction required in the 
case of the attack on the Chesapeake fri- 
gate, has been made in due form by the 
government of the United States with Da- 
vid Montague Erskine, Esq. an accredited 
Minister Plenipotentiary of his Britannic 
Majesty. And after it had been faithful- 
ly carried inte execution on the part of 
this government and under circumstances 
rendering its effects on the relative situa- 
tion of the United States irrevocable, and 
in some respects irreparable, his Britan- 
nic Majesty has deemed it proper to disa- 
vow it, to recall his Minister, and to send 
another to take his place. 

In such a state of things, no expecta- 
tion could be more reasonable, no course 
of proceeding more obviously prescribed 
by the ordinary respect due to the disap- 
pointed party, than a prompt and expli- 
cit explanation, by the new fuactionary, 
of the grounds of the refusal on the part 
of his government to abide by an arrange-; 
ment so solemnly made,—accompanied 
by a substitution of other propositions. 

Under the influence of this reasonable 
expectation, the President has learned, 
with no less surprize than regrety that in 
your several conferences with me you 
have stated : 

ist. That you have noinstructions fromm 
your government, which authorise fou to 
make any explanation whatever to this 
government, as to the reasons, which had 
induced His Britannic Majesty to disavow 
the arrangement lately made by your pre- 
decessor, and that therefore you could not 
make any such explanations. 
2d. That in the case of the Chesapeake, 
your instructions only suthorise you (with- 
out assigning any reason whatever why 
the reasonable terms of satisfaction ten- 
dered and accepted, have not been car- 
ried into effect) to communicate to this 
government @ note tendering satisfaction, 
with an untlerstanding that such note 
should not be signed and delivered by you, 
until you should have previously seen and 
approved the proposed answer of this gov- 
ernment, and that the signing and the de- 
livery of your note and of the answer of 
this government should be simultaneous. 
3rd. That you have ho instructions, 
which authorise you to make to this gov- 
ernment any propositions whatever in re- 
lation to the revocation of the British Or- 
ders in Council; but only to receive such 
as this government may deem it proper 
to make to you. 
4th. That, at all events, it is not the

government to revoke the'r Orders in 
Council, as they respect the United States. 
but upon a formal stipulation on the part 
of the United States, to accede to the fol. 
lowing terms and conditions, viz. 

Ist. That the act of Congress, common- 
ly called the non-intercourse law, be con. 
tinued against France, so long as she shall 
continue her decrees, 

2d. That the Navy of Great-Britain be 
authorised to aid in enforcing the provis- 
ions of the said act of Congress. 

‘3d. That tne United States shall ex- 
plicitly renounce, during the present war, 
the right of carrying on any trade whatev- 
er, direct or indirect, with any colony of 
any enemy of Great-Britain, from which 
they were excluded during peace: and 
that this renunciation must extend, not 
only to the trade between the colony and 
the mother eountry, but to the trade be- 
tween the colony and the United States. 

If, in the aforegoing representatios, it 
should appear, that I bave in any instance 
misapprehended your meaning, it will af- 
ford me real pleasure to be enabled to lay 
before the President a statement, correct- 
ed agreeably to any suggestions, with 
which you may be pleased to favor me. 

To avoid the misconceptions incident 
to oral proceedings, I have the honor to 
intimate that it is thought expedient, that 
our further discussions, on the present oc- 
casion, be in the written fourm. Aad with 
great sincerity I assure you, that whatever 
communications you may be pleased thus 
to make, will be received with an anxious 
solicitude to find them such as may Jead 
to a speedy removal of every existing ob- 
stacle to that mutual and lasting friend- 
ship and cordiality between the two na- 
tions, Which it is obviously the interest of 
Loth to foster.

SIR—I nave had the honor of receiving 
your official letter of the 9th inst. towards 
the close of which you inform me, that it 
had been thought expedient to put an end 
to all verbal communication between your- 
self and me, in discussing the important 
objects of my mission.. Consideriug that 
a very few days have elapsed since I deliv- 
ered tothe Presidenta credential letter 
from the King my Master, and that noth- 
ing has been even alledged to haye occur- 
red, to deprive me of the facility of access, 
and of the credit to which, according to 
immemorial usage I am by that letter en- 
titled, I believe there does not exist in the 
annals of diplomacy a precedent for sucha 
determination between two Ministers, who 
have met for the avowed purpose of ter- 
minating amicably the existing differen- 
ces between their respective countries ; but 
alter mature reflection, 1 am induced to 
acquiesce in it by the recollection of the 
time that must necessarily elapse before | 
can receive His Majesty’s commands up- 
on so unexpected an occurrence, and of the 
detriment that would ensue to the public 
service, if my ministerial functions were, 
in the interval, to be altogether suspended. 
1 shall therefore content myself with en- 
tering my protest against a proceeding 
which [ can consider in no other light, 
than as a violation, in my person, of the 
most essential rights of a public minister 
when adopted as in the present case, with- 
out any alledged misconduct on his part. 
As a matter of opinion, I cannot, I own, 
assent to the preference which you give to 
written over verbal intercourse for the pur- 
pose of mutual explanation and accommo- 
dation 1 have thought it duc to the pub- 
lic character with which I have the honor 
to be invested, and to the confidence which 
His Majesty has most graciously been 
pleased to repose in me, to state to you 
unreservedly my sentiments on this point. 
I shall now proceed to the other parts of 
your letter, and apply to them the best 
consideration that can arise froma zeal 
proportioned to the increase of the difficul- 
ty thus thrown in the way of the restora- 
tion of a thorough good understanding be- 
tween our respective Countmes, 

You state, sir, very truly, that an ar- 
rangement had been made between you 
and Mr. Erskine, and that His Majesty 
had thought proper to disavow that ar- 
rangement. 

I have, here in the outset, to regret the 
loss of the advantage of verbal intercourse 
with you, as I should have availed myself 
of it to enquire whether by your statement, 
it were your intention to complain of the 
disavowal itself, or of a total want of ex- 
planation of it, or of the circumstance of 
that explanation not having been made 
through me. Tobserve that in the records 

of this mission there is no trace of a com- 
plaint, on the part of the United States, of 
His Majesty having disavowed the act of 
his Minster. You have not inthe con- 
ferences we have hitherto held, distinctly 
announced any such complaint, and I have 
seen, with pleasure, in this forbearance, on

nications, in as much as you coukd not but 
have thought it unreasonable to complain 
of the cisavowal of an act, done under such 
circumstances as could only lead to the con- 
sequences that have actually lollowed. 

It was not known when I left England, 
whether Mr. Erskine had, accarding tothe 
Liberty allowed him, communicated to you 
in extenso his original instructions.

But, in re- 
verting to his official correspascd. i 
particularly to a dispatch addressed on the 
20th of April to his Majesty’s Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, I find that he 
there slates, that he had submitted io your 
consiicration, the three conditions spec.

evidently shews that those original condi 
tions were, in fact, very explicitly commu- 
nicated to you, and by you of course laid 
before the President for his consideration, 
I need hardly add, that the difference he. 
tween these conditions snd those contained 
in the arrangement of the 18th and 19th 
April, is sufficiently obvious to require no 
elucidation 3 nor need I draw the concly- 
sion, which I consider as admitted by al} 
absence of complaint, on the part of the 
American government, viz. that under 
such circumstances, His Majesty had an 
undoubted and incontrovertible right te 
disavow the act of his Minister. 5 must 
here allude to a supposition, which you 
have more than once Mentoned to me, 
and by which, if it had any the slightest 
foundation, this right might perhaps have 
been in some degree affected. You have 
informed Me that you understood that Mr. 
Erskine had two sets of instructions, by 
Which to regulate his conduct; and that 
upon. one of them, which hadnot been 
communicated ciiger to you or to the pub- 
lic, was to be rested the justification of the 
terms fin lly agreed upon beiween you 
and him. Itis my duty, sir; solemnly 
to declare to you, and through you to the 
President, that the dispatch from-Mr.Can- 
ning to Mr. Erskine, which you have made 
the basis of an official correspondenée with 
the latter Minister, and which was read 
by the former to the American Minister 
in London, is the only dispatch, by which 
the conditions were prescribed to Mr, Er- 
skine for the conclusion of an arrangement 
with this Country on the matter to which 
it relates. 

To return to the immediate subject of 
your letter. If, sir, it be your intention to 
State, that no explanation whatever has 
been given to the American government 
of the reasons which induced His Majes- 
ty to disavow the act of my predecessor, I 
must, in that case, observe, that in the in- 
structions conveying to him His Majesty's 
intention, those reasons were very fully 
and forcibly stated; and if he has not 
transmitted them to you, I can only attri- 
bute it to the peculiar delicacy and embar- 
rassment of his situation, for which he 
probably trusted to the President’s good- 
ness to make some allowance; and he 
might the more reasonably be led to iat 
rehance on it, as a full and ample commu- 
nication was also made upon the subject 
by his Majesty’s Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs to Mr. Pinkney, to whom 
the whole of Mr. E-rskine’s original instruc- 
tion was read, and who, it was natural to 
suppose, would convey to his government 
$0 much information upon a very momen- 
tous occasion, as would relieve Mr. Erskine 
from the necessity of entering iio minute 
details ofthe misunderstanding that had oc- 
curred. Atalbevents, no complaint can be 
substantiated against His Majesty's vovern- 
ment on this score, seeing that they not 
only instructed the Minister who had made 
the disavowed arrangement as to the mo- 
tives which occasioned the disuvowal, but 
also with frankness, promptitude, afid a 
most scrupulous regard to national honor, 
gave notice to the Americen minister in 
London of the disavowal, of the motives of 
it, and of the precautions spontaneously 
taken by His Majesty to prevent any loss 
or injury accruing to the citizens of the U- 
nited States from a rchiance on any aprece 
ment, however unauthorized, mace in ‘his 
majesty's name. ‘The mere allusion to 
this latter circumstance dispenses me from 
farther noticing the effects which you de- 
scribe as being produced upon the United 
States by the circumstances of agreement. 
How far they are irrevocable, it is not for 

e to determine—but the word irrcfara- 
Me seems to imply that a boss had been 
sustained on the occasion by the public er 
by individuals of this country—far as bis 
majesty could be by possibility supposed 
ans‘verable for an eventual loss, he has, as 
I have belore stated, taken the utmost pre- 
caution to avert it. 


As to the expectation entertained here, 
that the explanation of his Majesty's share 
in this transaction shonid be made through 
me, k might content myself with simply 
observing, that | was not provided with in- 
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structions to that effect, because it was 
known that the explanation in question 
had already been given. But it accords 
with the sentiments of his Majesty to- 
wards this country to observe also, that 
he considered, that as some time niust 
necessarily elapse between my appoimt- 
ment and.my-enirance on the duties o! 
my Ministry, it would be a more friendly 
mode of proceeding to state without delay, 
and through the channels I have already 
mentioned, the motives that eumpelled his 
Majesty ta disavow the agreement, than 
to jeave the American goyerument in un- 


' certainty in these respects, ull the unsvoid-

ably protracted period of my arrival in 
America. I say this in regard to the ori- 
ginal notification of his Majesty's deter- 
mination, and of the motives of it, which 
being already made, it could not be sup- 
posed in London that a repeution of thei 
would be expected fro. me ; and of course 
no such case .as been foreseen in my ity 
structiqus. But if, beyond this, any inci- 
dental lanatiOr ordrectission should be 
wished for by this governmen, I ware 
fully prepared to cmteriniothem. [even 
consider them to have taken pluce bewween 
us. lLhave certainly derived great satis 
faction from the gevcsal hours, which we 
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have spent in conference upon these sub- 
iets, because they have enabled me to re- 
iaove some misunderstandings, and to re- 
fue many misrepresentations, which you 
sourself informed me of, in regard to the 
eonduct of the British goverament. T con- 
«der such mutual explanations as highly 
i cneficial to a right understanding ‘of the 
views and interests of the two countries, 
wid T should with much pleasure have re- 
newed them if you had not informed me 
that the President had been pleased to 
prescribe another and a different mode of 
conducting our negociations. 

I will nevertheless avail myself of that 
mode which he still permits to repeat to 
you that his Majesty has authorised me, 
notwithstanding the ungracious manner 
in which his former offer of satisfaction 


_ for the affair of the Chesapeake was re- 


ceived, to renew that which Mr. Erskine 
was instructed to make. You have said 
that you so fully understood the particulars 
of that offer, that I deem it unnecessary 
io recapitulate them here: I regrit that, 
since.they were so clearly understood by 
you, you should not yet have been enabled 
to state to me either in your personal com- 
snunications, or in the Jetter which T am 
now answering, Whether they are consid- 
ed by the President as satisfactory, or 
whether they are such as he ultimately 
yneans to ascept. You seem not so dis- 
tinctly to have understood the form of 
proceeding in this affa'r, which I took the 
liberty of suggesting as likely to lead to a 
satisfactory result, without however at all 
precluding any other method which might 
appear preferable to you My _ proposal 
was, not to communicate a note tendering 
satisfaction, but to agree with you before 
hand upon the terms of a declaration on 
the partof his Majesty, which should actual- 
ly give the satisfaction (the conditions of 
which I informed you that I was authori- 
sed to carry into immediate execution) 
and of a counter declaration to be signed 
by you on the part of the United States 
for the purpose of accepting such satisfac- 
tion. 1 expressly stated that this inter- 
change of official documents was not 
meant by me as the means of conveying 
to each other our respective sentiments ; 
that | understood to be, as is usual, the 
‘object of our conferences; and Limagin- 
ged that the papers to be signed by us, re- 
spectively, would be the result of those 
sentiments so communicated, and that by 
being reciprocally corrected and modified, 
and simultaneously delivered, they would 
form one compact by which the two coun- 
tries would be equally bound. This course 
of proceeding isconfurmable to the practice 
ofthe couris of Europe on similar occa- 
sions. You did not at the time appear to 
object toit; you «ven requested me to 
come the next day, prepared with a draft 
or project of a paper, framed in pursuance 
to these ideas; and although you desired 
to refer the subject to the President for his 
approbation, I do not find in your letter 
either an expression of his sentiments up- 
‘on it, or the substitution ofany other form 
that might be more agrecable to him, than 
the one which I have proposed. 
Itouch with considerable and very sin- 
cere reluctance upon that part of your let- 


ter, in which you stats that 1 had not as- 


signed “ any reason whatever why the rea- 
sonable terms of satisfaction tendered and 
accepted have not been carried into effect.” 

I believed that I had observed to you, 
in the words of my instructions, that if his 
Majesty were capable of being actuated 
by any desire to retract an offer of repara- 
tion which he had once made, his Majesty 
might be well warranted in doing so hoth 
by the form in which his accredited 
Minister had tendered that reparation, and 
by the manner in which that tender had 
been received. 1 believe that 1 elucida- 
ted this observation by a reference to the 
particular expressions, which made the 
terms of satisfaction appear to be unac- 
ceptable even to the American government, 
atthe very moment when they were accept- 
ed, and which at all events put # totally 
out of his Majesty’s power to ratify and 
confirm any actin which such expressions 
Were contained. 

On the subject of his Majesty’s Orders 
in Council, I have had the honor of in- 


‘ forming you that his Majesty having cau- 


sed tobe made tothe government of the 
United States certain proposals founded 
upon principles, some of which were un- 
derstood to originate in American autho- 
rities, and ethers to be acquiesced in by 
them—and having afterwards ascertained, 
ja the manner mentioned in a former part 
of this letter, that the senuments of the 
American government were so different 
from what they were at first understood 
to be, I was not instructed to renew to you 
those proposals, nor to press upon your

Those considerations which were first 
intimated in Mr. Canning’s official letter 
to Mr. Pinkney of the 23d September, 
3808, and which in the process of the fol- 
Jowing six months, acquired greater weight 
and influence, induced his Majesty, before 
the result of Mr, Erskine’s negociation 
was known, to modify the Orders in Coun- 
gil of November, 1807, by shat of the 26th 
of April, 1509. ; 
The effect of this new order is to relieve 
the system under which the former orders 
were issued from that which has always 
been represenied in this country, as the 
most objectionable and offensive part of it 
e-the option given to neutrals to trade with 
the enemies of Great Britam through 
British ports on payment of a transit duty. 
This was oviginajly devised and intended 
asa mitigation of what ts certainly more 
Correct but more rigid in principle-—the 


fot! and UrRwal. fied imterdigtiOu of ali 





trade with the endmy. 
mitigation was felt as an aggravation, and, 
as has bee sometimes warmly asserted, 
as an insult, that cause of compluim is 
new entirely removed. By the Order in 
Council of the 26th April, (809, all trade 
with France and Holland, und the ports of 
Italy, comprehended under the denomina- 
tion of the kingdom of Italy, is simply pro- 
hibited altogether. No. option is afforded, 
and consequently no transit duty is re- 
quired to be paid. In another respect 
the Order in Council of the 26th April, 
must5e admitted to be more restrictive 
than those of November, 1807. 

The trade with enemies’ colonies which 
was opened to neutrals at the commence- 
ment of the present war by the order in 
Council of the 24th June, 1803, was con- 
tinued to be left open by those of Novem- 
ber, 1807. The order in Council of the 
26th April retracts this indulgence. But 
it is to be observed, that, since the period, 
when the orders in Council of November, 
1807, were issued, the opening of the 
ports of Spain, of Portugal, of the south 
of Italy and of Turkey has afforded a more 
ample scope to neutral commerce, and 
that by the capture of Martinique, in ad- 
dition to that of almost all the colonies of 
the enemies of Great Britain, together 
with the blockade of Guadaloupe, the ex- 
ient to which the liberty of commerce with 
enemies’ colonies applied has been so far 
narrowed, that there is little of practical 
hardship in recurring to the rule, which, 
however occasionally mitigated in its ap- 
plitation, Great-Britain can never cease in 
principle to maintain. It is farther to be 
observed, that the Orders in Council of 
the 26th April has this operation highly 
favorable to neutrals, that restricting the 
regulations of blockade to France, Holland 
and their colonies, and to the territories 
denominated the kingdom of Italy, it lays 
open to the direet trace of neutrals the 
ports of the north of Europe. Under the 
Order of the 26th April, therefore, while 
there are on the one hand fewer points of 
difference to stand in the way of a satis- 
factory arrangement between Great Bri- 
tain and the United States, it is possible

that there may be less temptation to the. 


latter, to enter into such an arrangement, 
as the extent of their commerce may be, 
if they please, nearly as great under the 
Order iv Council of the 26th April, as it 
would be under any arrangement which 
should effect the indispensable objects, to 
which that order applies, or as it would be 
even without any such order so long as 
France and the powers subservient to 
France continue to enforce their decrees. 
It is in the same proportion, matter of in- 
difference to Great Britain, whether the 
Order in Council be continued or an ar- 
rangement by mutual consent substituted 
in its room. 

Such, sir, are the grounds on which it 
has appeared to his Majesty to be unne- 
cessary to command me to propose to the 
government of the United States any for- 
mal agreement to be substituted for that 
which his Majesty has been under the ne- 
cessity of disavowing; but I am directed 
to receive and discuss with you any pro- 
posal which you may be authorised to 
make to me on this head. 

As no disposition has hitherto been 
shewn on your partto make any such 
proposal, it has been impossible for me to 
state by anticipation (nor was I instructed 
so to do) what might be the answer that I 
should eventually think it my duty to re- 
turn to you; consequently [ could not 
have made with that view the statement 
contained in the 4th section of your letter, 
and the three subdivisions of it. Such a 
statement would have been obviously in- 
consistent with the former part of my o- 
verture, Which you very correctly record 
in the Sd section, viz: that I was not in- 
structed to make to you any: proposal 
whatever upon this subject. 1 must ne- 
cessarily reserve, until I heat from you, 
what proposais it may be deemed proper 
to make on bchalf of the United States, to 
state in how far they do or do not accord 
with the instructions, which it has pleas- 
ed his Majesty to give me for my guidance 
in this negociation. 

I will only add, sir, in conclusion of this 
letter, that his Majesty is very sincerely 
desirous of maintaining a perfect and cor- 
dial understanding with the United States, 
and of bringing to a complete and satis- 
factory adjustment, all the points of differ- 
ence that have arisen between the two 
governments; and that, agreeing as } do 
with you, most heartily, as to the interest 
which beth nations have in fostering a mu- 
tual and solid friendship and cordiality, no 
zeal or exertions shall be wanting on my 
part to carry into effect lis Majesty’s com- 
mands for this most salutary purpose.

** Nothing can be more notorious than

“Jy authorised toconclude. Secommon 
‘* is the case which you put hypothetical- 
“ jy, that in acceding to the justice of your 
“ statement, I feel myscif impelled to 
* make only one observation upon it, which 
“is, that it does not strike me as bearing 
“* upon the consideration of the unauthor- 
“ized agreement concluded here, in as 
“much as in pointof fact Mr. Erskine 
“ had no such graduated instruction. You 
“ are already acquainted with that which 
“ informing you that it was the only one 
“ by which the conditions on which he was 
“to conclude were prescribed. So far 
‘* from the terms, which he was actually 
*‘ induced to accept, having been contem-

Gross Imposition. 

Mr. Secretary Smith, in his first letter to Mr. 
Jackson, dated Oct. 9, asserts, that Mr. Jackson 
had, in the course of their verbal conferences, 
stated, among other things, as a fourth point. 


** That, at all events, it is not the disposition 
“ or the intention of the British government to 
** revoke their orders in council, as they respect 
*« the United States, but wpon a formal stipula- 
** tion on the part of the United States, toaccede 
** to the following terms and conditions, viz. 

“Ist. That the act of Congress, commonly 
“ called the non-intercourse law, be continued 
** agamst France, so longas she shall continue 
* her decrees. 

** 2d. That the navy of Great Britain be au- 
** thorised to aid in enforcing the provisions of 
“ the said act of Congress. 

** Sd. That the United States shall explicitly 
** renounce, during the present war, the right of 
‘* carrying on any trade whatever, direct or indi- 
** rect, with any colony of any enemy of Great 
** Britain, trom which they were excluded dur- 
“ing peace; and that this renunciation must 
** extend, not only to the trade between the colo- 
** ny and the mother country, but to the trade 
** between the colony and the United States.” 


Now, as Mr. Smith had expressly declared in 
the article next preceding thie, that Aér. Kachoon 
bad no instructions which authorised him to make 
to this government ANY PROPOSITIONS WHAT- 
EVER in relation to the revocation of the British 
orders in council, we could not account for the 
pretence here held up, that a proposition dad been 
made by Mr. Jackson, containing the degrading 
condition that the British navy should be au- 
thorised to aid in enforcing our laws. 


this letter, we found, that no such proposition bad 
been made by Mr. Fatkson ; and hence we were 
led to the conclusion, that our secretary had in- 
serted this article in his letter with the view of 
making an impression unfavorable to England, 
and for the purpose of furnishing our democratic 
editors with a pretext for abusing the British 
government. 

Perhaps our conclusion was uncharitable. It 
may have been erroneous. But, whatever may 
have been the intention of Mr. Smith in making 
this inconsistent and unfounded statement, our 
jacobin printers seize the pretext with avidity ; 
and that contemptible political impostor, the edi- 
tor of the Albany Register, attempts, in his last 
paper, to inake the people believe tha: Mr. Jack- 
son had actually made this ** infamous and in- 
glorious” proposition to our government.

We learn, that the following resolutions 
have been adopted by the house of repre- 
sentatives, without opposition. The first 
two were introduced by Mr. Macon—the 
last by Mr. Dana : 

** Resolved, That the committee of com- 
‘© merce and manufactures be instructed 
“to enquire into the expediency of pro- 


** hibiting the entry into the United States 
“* of vessels from any port or place to which 


* vessels of the United States are riot Ad- | 


«mitted by permanent regulations or by 
‘¢ treaty.” 

“ Resolved, That the committee of com- 
“ merce and manufactures be instructed 
“ to enquire into the expediency of provi- 
** ding by law, for registering anew vessels 
“ built in the United States, which are 
‘‘ wholly owned by citizens of the United 
* States, any disabilities which have been 
“ incurred to the contrary notwithstand- 
“ ing ; and also forbidding by law sea let- 
‘ters or any custom-house documents 
‘being granted to vessels not registered 
“ or licensed according to law, or notown- 
“ ed by citizens of the United States, within 
“ a limited time after the passage of such 
“a law.” 

“ Resolved, That for the benefit of sea- 
“ men of the United States, it is expedient 
“to provide by law that registered ships 
“ and vessels of the United after a 
“* limited time, shall not continue to enjoy 
“ the privileges of ships and vessels of the 
“ United States, unless a certain portion 
“ of the mariners shall be citizens of the 
* United States.”—[ Referred to the com- 
mittee of commerce and manufactures.] 


The house remains thin—on several 
questions there has not been a quorum.— 
Nothing has taken place to shew what 
course is to be pursued by the administfa- 
tion party. Indeed, they themselves ap- 
pear to be at a loss what to do or say.—
